Criticised by Snow at 

Rotary. 



A bitter denunciat'nn of the "little 
red school house" as (he background 
of crime, ignorance and unemployment 
was the feature of a talk Monday night 
by E. H. Snow, principal of the Lower 
Merion Junior High School. He spoke 
at the meeting of the Bala-Cynwyd- 
Narberth Rotary Club. 

The speaker drew a picture of the 
old country school as an inefficient fill- 
in between hardship and labor. At- 
tendance was possible by country chil- 
dren usually at times when farm work 
permitted. The buildings were poorly 
heated, uncomfortable. 

The restless and nonconformists 
were discarded and joined the army of 
those unfitted for later life. Geniuses, 
able to master Latin, Greek and mathe- 
matics under such circumstances, made 
good and served to give a false im- 
pression of the value of such and edu- 
cational system, 

In fact, according to Mr. Snow, 
emphasis on Latin, geometry and for- 
eign languages for the pupils not plan- 
ning a college education, is a cruel

Although defeated by the up-State 
vote Hemphill carried Narberth by a 
majority of 308 votes, winning each 
of the three districts, in Tuesday's elec- 
tion. The total vote in the Borough 
was 956 for Hemphill and 648 for 
Pinchot. 

One of the surprising things was the 
large Democratic vote polled for 
Hemphill, which very nearly equalled 
the vote given Smith in the presidential 
election of 1928. Five hundred and 
twenty-four Democratic votes were 
polled Tuesday for Hemphill, while two 
years ago Al Smith polled 539 votes in 
the Borough. Hemphill's Liberal vote 
was 432. 

District number three, the home dis- 
trict of Harry M. Chalfant, Anti- 
Saloon League leader, went wet by a 
vote of 237 for Hemphill to 150 for 
Pinchot. The closest contest resulted 
in the second district, where the vote 
was 393 for Hemphill to 298 for 
Pinchot.

In the Theater 



Philadelphia this week has the op- 
portunity, if it so wishes, to contrast 
two actresses, both famous, but each 
in a different medium. Alia Nazimova 
and Grace George. Perhaps one 
judges them so totally different that 

they cannot or should not be grouped 
together. It is almost as if a woman 
should carry a flaming burnt orange 
fan when wearing a mauve gown. 

Nazimova, in the Theater Guild play 
"A Month in the Country" at the Gar- 
rick, is intense, dramatic and restlessly 
feminine. Her colorful personality 
pervades the somewhat sluggish lines 
of Turgenev and saves them from 
being dull. Nazimova, aided by Cecil 
Yapp in his portrayal of the doctor, 
makes "A Month in the Country" en- 
tirely endurable and for the most part 
entertaining. The role she has to play 
is in itself the unpleasant one of a 
jealous, whining, vampirish woman. 
But time and again in the play, Naz- 
imova keeps the part from deteriorat- 
ing into that of the ordinary nagging 
woman. She always makes it a bit on 
the original side, but with just a touch 
of ordinary realism every so often to 
remind her audience that all women of 
that type weren't in Russia or didn't 
cease to exist forty years ago. 

Grace George in "The First Mrs. 
Fraser" by St. John Ervine, a sparkling 
comedy at the Walnut, pleases all with 
her light and deft touch, but at the 
same time it is a knowing lightness 
and the delightful effects are achieved 
with much shrewdness. Another in- 
terpretation of femininity. 

Other attractions in Philadelphia 
are: Leslie Howard and Margalo Gill- 
more in the New York success, "Berk- 
eley Square," at the Forrest; Ed Wynn 
is in Ziegfeld's "Simple Simon" at the 
Shubert, and Edward G. Robinson is 
starring in "Mr. Samuel" at the Broad. 

Next week will see the "New York- 
ers'" at the Chestnut Street Opera 
House with a number of stage and mo- 
tion picture stars in the cast. Thurs- 
ton, the magician, will appear at the 
Garrick and a Schwab and Mandel 
production, "Trade Winds," will come 
in at the Broad.

The interest that has been shown in 
new plays at the Hedgerow Theatre 
has encouraged this unique company 
to continue preparing more new ones 
at this time of year — a complete dc 
parture from the policy of former 
years.

"Cast Up by the Sea," that popular 
travesty of "ten-twent-thirt" melo- 
drama, is the play for next Thursday 
evening.

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Must We Educate Only for Business? 

Main- interesting points were brought out Monday by E. H. Snow, 
principal of Lower Merion's junior high school, in his talk at Cynwyd. 
Some of them lead to serious thought on the part of those whose children 
are planning careers. 

Mr. Snow, who is doing a wonderful job in vocational guidance at 
the school, feels that too much emphasis is being laid on the classical 
studies, whicli favor the intelligent students, and too little on the bread- 
and-butter subjects. That, in a sense, is true. But doesn't the idea seem 
to conflict with another of his statements? 

He criticizes, in short, the lack of preparation on the part of the 
average citizen for the intelligent use of leisure time. We wonder if too 
much emphasis on work-a-day subjects would not in itself tend to produce 
such a condition? 

The criticism lies, and truly enough, in the increasing adoption of 
canned and mass amusement. The man who used to go to a concert, or 
sing or play himself, now turns to the phonograph or radio. He hears 
canned music at the movies, reads canned features in the daily papers, and 
shares with every other citizen in the land most of the events of his leisure 
time. Thus are sideline citizens developed. 

On the other hand, not being equipped and educated to appreciate 
the arts and literature, to understand nature and geography, he is apt to 
consider a Sunday's pleasure the trailing of a long line of similar cars 
along a smoky main highway. We turn to bridge and detective novels 
instead of to good literature and personal sports. 

Where do the schools fit into the picture? It seems to us, ignorant 
of educational practices, that if all classical education be withdrawn from 
the less favored 80 per cent., such waste of leisure can only increase. 
A Bachelor of Arts degree may not help a man to be a better storekeeper, 
but it fits him to enjoy and appreciate his leisure time. Latin, French and 
German taught to a middling-intelligent hoy or girl may never be used 
in breadwinning, but it will make good reading more interesting by widen- 
ing the vocabulary. 

Can we not assume that the bright 16 per cent, will improve their 
minds anyway, and that the less favored therefore need the frosting on 
the cake of education the more? 

We agree heartily that there are a lot of good plumbers, farmers 
and printers being spoiled by wasted years at Latin and algebra, but 
should not our schools continue to teach "useless" subjects as a partial 
preparation for the intelligent use of future leisure hours?

While Penn was walloping Kansas, 
and Villanova and Haverford were bit- 
ing the dust last Saturday afternoon, 
we had the pleasure of watching an un- 
defeated Abington High School team 
bow to Lower Merion. And we be- 
lieve the game was as well worth wit- 
nessing as any college fracas in this 
section. 

When Abington's goal line was 
crossed for the first time this season, 
we became as hoarse as anyone else. 
But we confess abysmal ignorance of 
football tactics, and we were interested 
not so much in the game as in the en- 
vironment and spectators. The differ- 
ence between off-tackle and offside is 
slight, iu our limited understanding, 
although to the umpire and referee and 
linesmen it seemed to make all the 
difference between penalty and touch- 
down.

We 
expected the umpire to grin once or 
twice when the boy measured every 
inch and checked up on every new sub- 
stitute, but we failed to see that offi- 
cial crack a smile. 

And the girl who insisted in a bari- 
tone voice that so and so be taken out, 
or that the team should hold that line, 
or, on occasion, get in there and fight. 
Others seemed to share her opinion, 
including a couple of small boys. We 
wondered if some bright person might 
invent a game of football in which the 
spectators could participate, not that 
we object to cheering; it's one of the 
finest things about gridiron contests, 
one of the things that makes football 
more popular than baseball, especially 
in educational institutions, but it does 
seem a shame that the rabid enthusi- 
asts are compelled to confine their 
efforts to sideline coaching; it seems 
somehow and somewhat like back-scat 
driving. 

There was a police dog, held in leash 
by a couple of small boys, on the hill 
behind the eastern goal posts. And 
when it broke loose, oh! what a scram- 
ble of it those boys and their dozen- 
some companions had climbing, falling, 
rolling and slipping in their efforts to 
catch the dog. They hadn't caught it 
when the quarter ended. 

But the way, we admit once more 
our ignorance of football matters 
enough to express surprise at learning 
that the quarters were not fifteen min- 
utes long (allowing for time out, of 
course). Like the little boy who, when 
disillusioned about Santa Claus, set 
out to see if there was any truth in 
that Jonah story, we are now curious 
to learn if the distance between the 
ten and twenty-yard lines is ten yards 
or if it isn't. It didn't look it to us, 
although to the competing teams it 
might well have seemed twice thirtv 
feet.

Indian Epic Coming to 
Egyptian Monday Was 
Filmed in Temegami Wilds 

"The Silent Enemy," the living 
drama of the American Redman in his 
native wilds, which is playing at the 
Egyptian Theatre, Cynwyd, next Mon- 
day and Tuesday evening and Mon- 
day afternoon, is the realization of the 
dream of William Douglas Burden, 
prominent young society man, student, 
explorer.

Forum Finds Fourth 

Gospel Interesting Study 

The fourth gospel, commonly as- 
cribed to St. John, was the subject of 
discussion and study at the Forum 
meeting last Thursday evening in the 
home of Mr. and Mrs. Clarence Kae- 
ber. The group listened to a most in- 
teresting talk by the leader. Rev. Rob- 
ert E. Kcighton. who compared the 
fourth gospel with the first three, indi- 
cating wherein there was agreement 
and wherein there were omissions or 
new material. In this manner the 
viewpoint and aims of the writer of I 
that gospel could be perceived. It was ' 
agreed that the Jesus of the fourth 
gospel, viewed separately from all 
other New Testament writings, seems 
to be a quite different personality. 

Practically all of the Forum meet- 
ings last year were devoted to a study 
and discussion of the Old Testament 
and this year, the subject of the sea- 
son's meetings is the life of Jesus. As 
a preliminary to a biographical study 
of that life, the four gospels have been 
separately considered at the four meet- 
ings which have already been held this i 
autumn. The viewpoint of the mem- 
bers of the Forum is not fixed nor in 
a religious sense unanimous. The 
Forum, as the name implies, meets for 
discussion, united by a sincere inter- 
est in the subject, general agreement 
as to the methods of approach and a 
tolerant, friendly attitude of personal 
contact without which such sessions 
would be impossible. 

The text book that is being used this 
year is "The Life of Jesus of Naza- 
reth," by Rush Rhees, and the fourth 
and 'fifth chapters of that book will be 
considered at the next meeting, which 
will be held at eight o'clock next 
Thursday evening, the 13th, at the 
home of Mr. William A. Stout, 5 
Hampden Avenue.

waste. The schools arc still designed 
for the upper class and brilliant stu- 
dent, rather than for the masses. 

Only 16 per cent, of children entering 
school are of a superior type of 
mentality, prepared to follow out 
studies of this kind. The rest, he said, 
"hould be prepared for life, not for a 
college they will not attend. 

"It is the duty of society," Mr. Snow 
said, "to find something a student can 
succeed in, and not ape the old classical 
colleges by emphasizing Latin and alge- 
bra. Skill in these subjects, often 
classed as mental exercise, can not be 
transferred to other types of mental 
effort in which the pupil will later have 
to engage." 

"Side-Line Citizens" came in for 
their share of the speaker's criticism. 
He drew a comparison between the 
days when a person attended a concert 
and participated in the actual perfor- 
mance of a living person, and the pres- 
ent method of putting a record on the 
phonograph or tuning in on the radio. 
*'We are three and four times removed 
from actual participation nowadays," 
he said. 

Football, and similar sports he ap- 
proved of for the spectator, for the ex- 
citement of the game made the witness 
a participant in the spirit of it. 

"The only measure of civilization," 
lie went on, "is in how a man invests 
bis leisure time." Mass amusement 
was rapped by reference to Sunday 
papers. "Sunday parade," motoring, 
movies and radio. 

Education must take care of the less 
able student, as well as the favored 
ones, he concluded. Adequate prep- 
aration for life's work and leisure must 
be given, so that we will not become 
merely a nation of sitters-bv.

Fred C. Peters, of Ardmore, won 
re-election to the State Assembly from 
the First Legislative District defeating 
his Democratic opponent, A. IS. Won- 
lert, of Narberth, by a majority of 
5342. The vote was 7071 to 1729. 

James S Boyd, of Norristown, 
standing for re-election to the Senate 
in the Suite Assembly, easily out- 
stripped his Democratic opponent, Ed- 
ward F. Knr.e, 7004 to 1785 with a 5219 
majority. 

Indication of how the Main Line 
would vote came with the first returns 
from Lower Merion, in which Wynne- 
wood (the North Ardmore second dis- 
trict - ) gave Hemphill 414 votes to 
l'inchot's 71. As the returns came in 
district by district, the Hemphill 
majority mounted steadily. 

Hemphill's virtual three-to-onc vic- 
tory in Lower Merion and substantial 
majority in Narberth came somewhat 
as a surprise, although predictions had 
been made he would carry the Town- 
ship by a two-to-one vote. Failure of 
the Republican Organization to active- 
ly support l'inchot, though he bad been 
seemingly indorsed by County Leader 
Charles Johnson, is given as one cause 
for his opponent's large majority.
